Armed with camera phones, 
a group of Edmonton par¬ 
ents are taking back the road 
in front of their children’s 
school, snapping photos of 
speeders ripping through 
school zones. 

Just two months after the 
city announced new school- 
zone speed limits, Bree-Ann 
Barr called the road bordering 
Ormsby Elementaiy School 
“deadly” thanks to the num¬ 
ber of drivers who ignore the 
posted 30 km/h speed-limit 


signs. 

“It’s absolutely deadly,” 
said Barr. “Those signs they 
put up did nothing. It didn’t 
change one iota.” 

Barr said when she first 
heard of the city’s plan to 
implement certain speed lim¬ 
its around elementary schools 
she was ecstatic. 

But two months after they 
were installed, the Edmonton 
parent said she has seen zero 
enforcement to make speed¬ 
ers slow down. 

“They put these signs up. 
Great, but now what? It’s a 
Band-Aid.” 

Gerry Shimko, head of the 
city’s Office of Traffic Safety 
(OTS), said the number of driv¬ 
ers with the pedal to the metal 
in school zones is unaccept¬ 
able. 

“We’re definitely dis¬ 
appointed and still remain 
concerned that the message 
didn’t get out, especially 
when it concerns young road 
users like school children,” 


said Shimko. 

When the new speed limits 
were first introduced, the city 
and local police had delivered 
an extensive media campaign 
to inform and educate drivers 
about the new rules. 

According to data from 
EPS and OTS, there have been 
5,480 warnings handed out in 
school zones for speeding. Of 
the 38,198 vehicles monitored 
since September, only 56 per 
cent were travelling at or 
below 30 kilometres per hour. 

To address the issue, Shim¬ 
ko said the EPS would begin 
start handing out violations 
versus warnings. 

“We’re looking at all of our 
options as we move forward,” 
Shimko said. 

For Barr, snapping photos 
of speeding licence plates is 
one way she’s tiying to pro¬ 
tect her children, but at the 
end of the day it’s not her job. 

“It should be the police 
that are fulfilling that man¬ 
date,” she said.

Dad’s story spurs 
look at early 
education funding 

Trustees from Edmonton’s 
school board want to know 
how many students lose 
school bus funding after 
a change to their special- 
need designation after an 
Edmonton father spoke out 
about his son’s experience. 

On Tuesday, Steve Stan- 
nard took to the micro¬ 
phone at an EPSB trustee 
meeting, sharing his tale of 
the daily two-hour drive he 
makes so his son can go to 
school. 

According to Stan- 
nard, last year his son 
was enrolled in an early 
childhood service program 
after a speech and language 
pathologist had declared he 
had a severe disability. 

By the end of the year, 
Stannard said his son had 
improved and was bumped 
to mild to moderate status. 

“That’s what our goals 
were at the start of the year, 
to get him to that point,” 
said Stannard. 

But the new designa¬ 
tion meant he no longer 
qualified for curbside bus 
service, forcing Stannard to 
cut two hours out of his day 
to chauffer his son to and 
from school and daycare. 

“Transportation funding 
— it’s a portion of it — it 
shouldn’t be a factor to 
determine if the child gets 
education or not,” said 
Stannard. 

Trustee Michelle Draper 
called for administration to 
identify how many other 
students had experienced 
the same issue. 

“When you have 
something and it’s part 
of the way your family is 
organized and you lose that, 
it’s way more difficult to 
continue,” said Draper.

Put photo-radar cash back into community: Mayor 



Speeders should help pay 
for things like community 
league hall upgrades through 
their fine revenue, said the 
mayor Wednesday. 

Dollars from this year’s 
photo-radar revenue are sup¬ 
posed to surpass what city 
administration had antici¬ 
pated, leaving an increase 
of $10.9 million for the 2015 
budget. 

But how should those ex¬ 
tra dollars be used? Give it 


back to community non-prof¬ 
its, argues Mayor Don Iveson. 

“I think it should be used 
for community initiatives. I 
think we have an opportunity 
to look at... taking the $6 mil¬ 
lion going into reserves and 
fund community initiatives. 
It would be for third-party 
infrastructure, not-for-profit 
and charitable construction 
activities,” he said. 

City administration told 
council Wednesday that 


$4.9 million is allocated to 
existing traffic spending, 
with $6 million available 
to put into a reserve in the 
proposed budget, something 
council could always decide 
to change once the budget is 
debated. 

“Given significant increase 
to revenue, (this) gives more 
control to transparency and to 
revenues,” said Loma Rosen, 
the city’s chief financial offi¬ 
cer.

Answers sought over 
Southeast LRT project 


River Valley. Citizen 
representatives want 
details of design,

What’s going to happen 
to the River Valley and for 
how long are some of the 
questions that need to be 
answered by the city when 
it comes to Southeast Valley 
Line LRT, says a citizen advo¬ 
cacy group. 

On Thursday, representa¬ 
tives of five North Saskatch¬ 
ewan River Valley stakehold¬ 
er groups will hold a news 
conference “challenging the 
City of Edmonton to release 
all Southeast LRT project 
request-for-proposals (RFP) 
documents,” read a media re¬ 
lease sent Wednesday. 

The RFP has been re¬ 
leased but “much of it” was 
redacted and representatives 


say it’s Edmontonians’ right 
to know the details. 

“We have all kinds of 
specific questions and con¬ 
cerns related to certain 
design elements and the 
construction staging and 
scheduling arrangement. 
We think that much of that 
detail must be addressed in 
the 1,700 pages of the RFP,” 
said Paul Bunner, civics direc¬ 
tor with the Cloverdale com¬ 
munity league. 

Officials from the Clover- 
dale and Riverdale commun¬ 
ity leagues, the Edmonton 
Folk Music Festival, Edmon¬ 
ton Ski Club, and Connors 
Hill will all be at the event 
on Thursday, and they are 
urging Edmontonians to sub¬ 
mit their questions about 
the project — one that’s ex¬ 
pected to have a construction 
timeline of about four years. 

“We certainly aren’t the 
only Edmontonians who love 
and appreciate the River Val¬ 
ley,” said Bunner. 

The public has until Satur¬ 
day to submit their questions 
on the RFP.

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Answers. Alberta NDP 
urges another look into 
Redford investigation 


Alberta NDP Leader Rachel 
Notley says that given the crim¬ 
inal investigation into former 
premier Alison Redford and 
her office, it’s time the auditor 
general gets to the bottom of 
the stoiy. 

Notley said Wednesday 
that Merwan Saher’s original 
investigation looked only at 
Redford’s team, and other min¬ 
isters who worked with her re¬ 
main in Premier Jim Prentice’s 
cabinet. 

She said even though Red-

ford has left government and 
Prentice has promised new 
rules on behaviour, the issue is 
not moot. 

“If other people who are 
actually still in there (are) en¬ 
gaged in behaviour that may 
well itself warrant criminal in¬ 
vestigation, then, in my books, 
that’s not moot,” Notley said at 
a legislature news conference. 

“Those aren’t the people 
that I want running my budget 
or my government.” 

She said she has sent a letter 
to Saher asking him to investi¬ 
gate further. 

She’s sent a separate letter 
to Prentice asking him to join 
her on the request. Prentice, in 
a written response, declined. 

“The veiy first cabinet de¬ 
cision that was made when I 
became premier was to sell the 
government air fleet, and that 
process is currently underway,” 
he said. 

“I have full confidence in 
the office of the auditor gen¬ 
eral to determine when and 
where an investigation is ap¬ 
propriate.”

Certain school boards, parent 
groups, teachers and students 
are giving a failing grade to 
the 50 per cent weighting 
of Alberta Grade 12 diploma 
exams and say it’s time to 
change the decades-old prac¬ 
tice, which is unlike any 
other in Canada. 

On Tuesday, Edmon¬ 
ton Public Schools trustees 
backed a motion spearheaded 
by Leduc’s Catholic board 
that calls for the weight of 
the daunting end-of-year tests 
to be reduced to 30 per cent. 

The endorsements come 


as the province is already in 
the process of shifting away 
from provincial achievement 
tests for younger students 
at the end of the year and 
instead turning to computer¬ 
ized assessments shortly 
after the commencement of 
September classes. The think¬ 
ing is instructors can gauge 
where a student’s strengths 
and weaknesses lie from the 
outset and then work to assist 
their improvement. 

Edmonton public trustee 
chair Sarah Hoffman said 
Wednesday that a student’s 


final grade needs to reflect 
their true knowledge and 
should involve more compre¬ 
hensive testing. 

“There are a number of 
jurisdictions that don’t have 
end of term exams — some 
do,” she said. “It seems to be 
more and more that are mov¬ 
ing away.... I think it’s time 
we have this discussion.” 

For Grade 12 students, the 
diplomas have been worth 50 
per cent of their mark since 
the 1980s. 

In response, the Alberta 
Teachers’ Association has a 


position statement on the 
books since 1990 calling for a 
reduction. 

President Mark Ram- 
sanlcar said union representa¬ 
tives actually support an even 
lower 20 per cent weight¬ 
ing, but deemed the board 
endorsements a “huge first 
step.” 

“I’m hoping I see the tides 
changing ... this is going to 
benefit Alberta students,” he 
said. 

The motion is due to be 
debated at an Alberta School 
Boards Association meeting 
Nov. 17 and each group of 
elected representatives will 
vote for or against the mo¬ 
tion. 

If passed, the ASBA would 
then lobby the province for 
formal changes.

Student union officials say they 
aren’t surprised U-Pass fees are 
expected to go up in 2015, ac¬ 
cording to the proposed oper¬ 
ating budget, and that students 
should also expect the increase. 

Negotiated into contracts 
with Edmonton Transit set to 
expire in less than two years, 
students at post-secondaiy 
schools like the University of 


Alberta and NAIT can expect 
a bump to the pass fees next 
year. 

“Generally, students are 
veiy supportive of it,” said 
Nicholas Diaz, vice-president 
of Student Life with the U of A 
Students’ Union, adding the 
cost increase is minimal. 

The increased amount 
varies from school to school, 
with U of A students expected 
to pay $135.42 for the transit 
pass, while NAIT students are 
expected to pay $162.50, said 


school officials. The amount 
varies between the two schools 
because the university funds 
part of the pass. 

Slight modifications to the 
U-Pass program can always be 
made, with the recent approval 
for U of A Medicine students 
to get an extension of their 
U-Pass since their semesters 
start in the winter and run 
until the spring and summer. 

University of Alberta dif¬ 
fers from other post-secondary 
institutions in that their ad¬ 
ministration holds a contract 
with Edmonton Transit, while 
student associations at other 
schools deal with the agree¬ 
ment. 

The U-Pass allows students 
to travel on Edmonton Tran¬ 
sit, as well as in St. Albert and 
Strathcona County.

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Two MPs kicked out of caucus 
over charges of misconduct 


Parliament Hill. 

Allegations being 
taken seriously amid 
last week's explosion 
of stories about 
Jian Ghomeshi 


Liberal Leader Justin Trudeau 
has expelled two MPs — Scott 
Andrews and Massimo Pacetti 
— over allegations of “personal 
misconduct” with two mem¬ 
bers of Parliament. 

Sources tell Torstar News 
Service the complainants are 
female MPs from the New 
Democratic Party. Liberals are 
asking the Commons Speaker 
to conduct an investigation 
into a controversy described as 
“unprecedented.” Both accused 
MPs deny the charges. 

At a news conference Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon, Trudeau 
called the allegations “serious” 
but said little to shed light on 
the matter. 

“Persons in authority have 
a duty to act when such allega¬ 


tions are made,” he said. 

The expulsions plunge Par¬ 
liament Hill into the centre of 
the widening national discus¬ 
sion over sexual assault, which 
began last week with the firing 
of CBC host Jian Ghomeshi. 

Andrews, first elected in 
2008 in the Newfoundland rid¬ 
ing of Avalon, is married with a 
young son. Pacetti, first elected 
in the Montreal riding of Saint- 
Leonard/Saint-Michel in 2002, is 
married with two children. 

The Liberal party whip, Judy 
Foote, outlined the charges in 
a letter to Commons Speaker 
Andrew Scheer, in which she 
says that high-level meetings 
took place on Oct. 29 and 30 to 
discuss the allegations. 

“To my knowledge, there 
is no precedent or established 
process for dealing with a situa¬ 
tion such as this. The House 
of Commons has a process for 
administration of misconduct 
in the workplace, but there is 
no established process for com¬ 
plaints between members,” 
Foote writes. She also asks that 
the Speaker set up such a pro¬ 
cess.

Canada to ease restrictions on flying drones

Canada is flying high above 
other countries with its newest 
commercial drone-use policies. 

Transport Canada an¬ 
nounced Wednesday that un¬ 
manned aerial vehicles (UAVs) 
under two kilograms for com¬ 
mercial or hobby purposes will 
soon no longer require a Special 
Flight Operations Certificate. 

Though old regulations are 


still in place requiring all com¬ 
mercial operators to get clear¬ 
ance from Transport Canada, 
a spokesperson told Metro the 
new regulation would mean 
tighter aircraft could take off 
without the paperwork. 

“I think it’s really encour¬ 
aging from research and indus¬ 
try’s perspective,” said Chris 
Hugenholtz of the University of 


Calgaiy, who uses drones in his 
research. Previously, commer¬ 
cial operators were required to 
send Transport Canada detailed 
paperwork, including specific 
flight plans. The paperwork 
took 21 days to process, some¬ 
times longer if the region they 
applied to was not equipped for 
the volume of documents. 

In the U.S., commercial 


drones are still under strict 
regulation. According to Matt 
Waite, professor at the Univer¬ 
sity of Nebraska and founder 
of the Drone Journalism Lab, 
no commercial flights are per¬ 
mitted unless they fall under 
an exemption Hollywood ar¬ 
ranged with the Federal Avi¬ 
ation Administration.

A Hamas militant slammed a 
minivan into a crowd waiting 
for a train Wednesday in Jeru¬ 
salem, killing one and wound¬ 
ing 13. Hours later, the Israeli 
militaiy said a Palestinian 
motorist drove into a group of 
soldiers in the West Bank, in¬ 
juring three. 

Police identified the van’s 
driver as Ibrahim al-Alcari, a 
38-year-old Palestinian. His 
wife said he was angered by a 
confrontation between police 
and Palestinians at the Al-Aqsa 
Mosque earlier in the day. Part 
of the shrine was damaged. 

Hamas praised the attack 
as a defence of the mosque. It 


is considered the city’s most 
sacred site — known to Mus¬ 
lims as the Noble Sanctuaiy 
and as the Temple Mount to 
Jews. 

The developments raised 
fears of worsening violence 
after months of simmering 
tensions in the holy city. In 


Wednesday’s attack in Jerusa¬ 
lem, police said the motorist 
drove the minivan into pedes¬ 
trians waiting for the train at 
a stop. The driver backed out 
and drove away. He then exited 
the van and attacked civilians 
and police officers on the side 
of the road with a metal bar 


before he was shot and killed. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu blamed the 
attack on Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas and “his 
Hamas partners,” a reference 
to a unity government led by 
Abbas and backed by Hamas.

For the past decade, Gregoiy 
Caswell has put his sweat, 
tears and love into his pro¬ 
duction company.

In honour of her recent col¬ 
laboration with Tony Bennett, 
we took Bad Romance and me¬ 
shed it with Fever to give it a 
real jazz flair. So it allows us to 


have a lot of fun with our inter¬ 
pretation of her.” 

The Tribulations have high 
hopes to raise the roof.

Television. Jeff Daniels 
bids farewell to HBO's 
journalism drama 


There were neither tears nor 
cheers at this premiere. That’s 
partially because cast and 
crew of HBO’s drama series 
The Newsroom had already 
moved on. They wrapped the 
finale weeks ago. 

The party Tuesday night at 
the Directors Guild in Holly¬ 
wood was simply to kick off 
the show’s third and final 
season, which premieres this 
weekend, and to say, “Good 
show” to the series. 

“The bittersweet part is 
the people,” said actor Jeff 
Daniels, who portrays the 
star anchor of a cable-news 
network struggling with 
more than ratings. “This was 
a good group.” 

The Newsroom debuted 
in June 2012 to much fanfare 
and strong ratings. But critics 
were mixed on the series, and 
fans began to tune out as the 
first season came to a close. 

The second season earned 


generally stronger reviews, 
and its premiere saw ratings 
rebound — although it even¬ 
tually became clear that the 
show would never become a 


blockbuster, such as Six Feet 
Under. 

The network gave a green 
light to a truncated third and 
final season, which is not to 


be confused with a cancella¬ 
tion, executive producer Alan 
Poul said. 

“If HBO had wanted to 
cancel us, they wouldn’t have

said, ‘We want to cancel you, 
but we’ll spend an extra $40 
to $50 million for a final sea¬ 
son before we let you go,”’ he 
explained.

“And it was our choice. We 
wanted to go out this way. 
And I think we’re going out 
as strong as we’ve ever been.”

the series has inspired a new 
crop of journalists. 

It made viewers “really fas¬ 
cinated with the guy sitting 
behind the news desk and the 
girl writing that column,” she 
noted. “So, I think that was 
really an exciting thing, and 
I think it was a great thing.” 

Daniels said spending 
three seasons walking in a 
reporter’s shoes left him with 
a greater appreciation of the 
challenges facing journalists. 

“The struggle these guys 
have between being right 
and being first — it’s so dif¬ 
ficult now with Twitter, with 
Faceboolc,” he said. “When 
news breaks, a lot of people 
go there instead of waiting 
for journalists to tell you 
what’s really going on or 
what’s true. And the real guys 
battle that every single day.”

Television. As series 
is released on Blu-ray, 
creator speculates what 
a few more episodes 
might just look like 


The idea of a prequel to The 
Sopranos intrigues series cre¬ 
ator David Chase, but if that 
were to happen, he envisions 
it as atypical. 

The 69-year-old show run¬ 
ner says he wouldn’t mind 
exploring the era before the 
show began. “Even if I did it, it 
wouldn’t be The Sopranos that 
was on the air — obviously at 
least one person is gone that we 
would need,” he says. 

“There are a couple of eras 
that would be interesting for 
me to talk about, about New¬ 
ark, New Jersey. One would be 
(the) late ’60s, early 70s, about 
all the racial animosity, or the 
beginning, the really true be¬ 
ginning of the flood of drugs.” 

For now, he is promoting 
the release of the entire series 
on Blu-ray. Chase sat down to 
discuss the groundbreaking 
HBO series, the hype that fol¬ 
lowed and the finale’s still- 
debated ending. 

How did you deal with the 
criticism that followed after 
the show’s initial success? 

The first season was made, 
completely shot — written, 
shot and edited before any 
of the public ever saw it, so 
it existed in this little time 
capsule of its own with no 
reaction whatsoever. 

So when that hit the 
media, it blew up. I tried 
to retain that attitude that 
we were just out there in 
Queens making the show 
and it didn’t matter.... After 
a while when it became veiy 
successful, you just start to 
go ‘... I’m going to do what I 
want.’ Why not? How often 
does anyone get this oppor¬ 
tunity, so use it. Some people 
would tell you, ‘They went 


off on tangents.’ I could have 
cared less about it. 

Was Steven Van Zandt 
considered to play Tony 
Soprano? 

Stevie was one of the people 
that read for it and that 
would have been a totally 
different show. Could have 
been a veiy good show, too, I 
think, but funnier and sillier. 
... But for all the reasons that 
I’m sitting here today, a lot 
of that has to do with Jim 
(Gandolfini) and his natural 
abilities and inclinations. 

Was there emphasis to 


treat the violence with 
shock value, you know, like 
Ralphie Cifaretto’s head in a 
bowling bag? 

A lot of it is like a ghastly 
joke. The things you’re 
bringing up, the bowling ball 
bag, that’s not shocking, it’s 
just ghastly and it’s stupidly 
funny ... This was a mob war 
and it was idiotic the whole 
reason for it. And I know the 
other thing about it was that 
Tony was very happy when 
it came time to buiy the 
head. And he was enjoying 
working that tractor, that 
bucket loader. That’s what I 
liked best was the absurdity 


of all that. He was enjoying 
himself up there. 

Did you know in advance 
the finale’s black ending 
would create such a contro¬ 
versy? 

Obviously you can’t think 
about memoiy before it all 
happens. I’m really glad I had 
the creative freedom to do 
what I wanted to do. I wasn’t 
even questioned about it by 
HBO. 

Are series finales over¬ 
hyped? 

Most of my TV career, and 
still happening now, shows 
ended because somebody got 
a phone call saying, ‘You’re 
cancelled,’ and that was that. 
You had to write an ending 
and that never even occurred 
to people. It’s over.... On 
some level now, I feel this 
ending thing has been over¬ 
blown. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

You can do 
this recipe with any hotdog, 
but if you can find Kobe beef 
dogs I highly recommend you 
use them. They are the tastiest 
hotdogs I have ever had, and 
the flavour just explodes when 
you bite into them.” 

Basile also advises, 


Ingredients 


• l cup (250 ml) yellow cornmeal 

• 1 cup (250 ml) all-purpose flour 

• 4 tsp (20 ml) baking powder 

• 1/4 tsp (l ml) kosher salt 

• 1/4 tsp (1 ml) black pepper 

• legg 

• 1 cup (250 ml) 2 % milk 

• 10 all-beef hot dogs 

• 10 wooden skewers 

• 1/2 cup (125 ml) yellow 
mustard 

• 2 tbsp (30 ml) sambal oelek 


“You can take this recipe one 
step further by cooking some 
strips of bacon to the point 
where they are cooked but not 
too crispy to manipulate. Wrap 
the bacon tightly around the 
dog and pierce each end of the 
bacon with the skewer to keep 
it in place. Batter it and fry it as 
below. (P.S. You’re welcome!)” 



1. First, make your batter. In a 
large bowl, combine the corn- 
meal, flour, baking powder, 
salt, and pepper. Crack in the 
egg, add the milk, and then 
mix your batter thoroughly. 
Skewer the hotdogs with the 
wooden skewers, and dip them 
in the batter. Fiy them, three at 
a time, in a pan (not a skillet) 


with 1/2 inch (1 cm) of canola 
oil heated to 350 F (180 C) for 
approximately 3 minutes on 
one side. Flip and do 3 minutes 
on the other side, then rest 
them on paper towel to soak up 
the excess oil. 

2. In a bowl, mix the mustard 
with the sambal. Now you have 


spicy sambal mustard that has 
the familiarity of the bright yel¬ 
low mustard but with a bit of 
kick.

Folks in Pittsburgh are 
wringing their hands right 
now after goaltender Marc- 
Andre Fleury was signed to 
a four-year contract exten¬ 
sion. The worries come due 
to his recent struggles in the 
post-season, even though his 
regular campaigns have usu¬ 
ally been pretty decent. This 
got me thinking about Ben 
Scrivens of the Oilers. 

“The Professor” came 
to town after an amazing 
run with the Los Angeles 
Kings, though the bulk of 
his experience had come 
with the Toronto Maple 
Leafs before that. With the 
Kings, Scrivens had incred¬ 
ible numbers, including a 
.931 save percentage — but 
that was with Los Angeles, an 
elite NHL franchise. In real¬ 
ity, and what we have seen 
in general, is that Scrivens 
is a decent goaltender who 
can steal a game for his team 
once in awhile (recall the 
miracle against San Jose). 

The Oilers are not a 
strong defensive team and 
goals against are a problem. 
Viktor Fasth, who had great 
success with another solid 
California squad, the Ana¬ 
heim Ducks, offers another 
great case study as he has 
been strafed in limited action 
with Edmonton so far. 

Right now, the two net- 
minders work for the Oilers, 
in so far as they are inexpen¬ 
sive and competent on a 
team with a limited ceiling 
for success. Hypothetically,

Goaltending not the issue here 


if Edmonton’s rebuild was to 
catch hold and the Oilers be¬ 
came an upstart team in the 
West, it would make sense 
to bring in someone with 
a higher profile and more 
experience at least to platoon 
with Scrivens. But we’re a 
ways off from that point 


right now. In the interim, 
you have a well-spoken 
Alberta native who is a good 
ambassador for the team and 
he’s not a hindrance on the 
ice. I know that sounds like 
faint praise, but expecta¬ 
tions must be measured in 
Edmonton. Neither Scrivens 


or Fasth are going to be 
Carey Price or Pekka Rinne, 
but even the best in the NHL 
would be hard-pressed to 
drag this club into serious 
contention. 

In a more pragmatic 
sense, at least Oilers fans can 
take solace in the fact their 
starter is not a point of de¬ 
rision or cause for concern. 
He’s doing what he can for 
his squad and sometimes 
brings a glorious victoiy out 
of nowhere. Plus, he’s only 
signed until the summer of 
2016.

Canadian Zaidi lands 
top job with Dodgers 



MLB. Sudbury native 
to take dream job, will 
become league's first 
ever Muslim GM 


While finishing his doctor¬ 
ate in economics at UC Berke¬ 
ley, Farhan Zaidi daydreamed 
about working in Major League 
Baseball. Eating lunch at his 
desk, he would browse the web 
searching for front-office job 
postings. 

Bom in Sudbuiy but raised 
primarily in the Philippines, 
Zaidi had been obsessed with 
baseball ever since he was a kid: 
Playing little league in Manila, 
poring over Bill James’ Baseball 
Abstracts and collecting O-Pee- 
Chee cards on summer trips to 
Canada. 

But as a number-crunching 
graduate student, a job in base¬ 
ball was just a fantasy. 

Now, just over a decade 


later, Zaidi has landed one of 
the most prestigious gigs in 
the game. The 37-year-old, who 
spent the past 10 years in the 
Oakland A’s front office, will be 
named general manager of the 


LA. Dodgers later this week. 

Zaidi, who is of Pakistani 
descent, will become the first 
Muslim GM in MLB histoiy, and 
just the sixth Canadian. 

During his daydreaming 


days, Zaidi actually applied to 
work for the Blue Jays — and 
the A’s and Dodgers — on a 
whim after reading Moneyball, 
Michael Lewis’s book about 
Oakland GM Billy Beane. J.P. 
Ricciardi, who was Beane’s as¬ 
sistant GM in the book, was at 
the Jays’ GM helm at the time. 

“Basically I targeted people 
in the book,” Zaidi told Torstar 
News Service earlier this year. 
“I thought one of them might 
find me to be a possible can¬ 
didate.” He never heard back 
from any of them. 

Zaidi kept trying and was 
eventually hired by the A’s as 
an analyst in 2005, quickly 
becoming one of Beane’s most- 
trusted deputies. He became as¬ 
sistant GM last season. 

Praising both his “quali¬ 
tative” and “creative mind,” 
Beane once said of Zaidi: “I’m 
more worried about losing him 
to Apple or Google than I am to 
another team.”
